WHAT IS WRONG WITH MODERN HOMES? 


WIFE OBEY HER HUSBAND? 


BY JOHN R. RICE 


Should a wife obey her husband? 
Should she be in subjection to him? 
Should she subm't to him as if he 
were God, as a Christian should be 
toward Christ? Should a husband 
have authority over his wife like 
@ master does over a_ servant? 
Should women even reverence their 
husbands as good women. some- 
times have done, obeying them and 
calling them Lord? 


The Bible does command a 
woman to do all of this, as we will 
show from many Scriptures! But 
modern woman says “No!” The 
modern femin st movement. has in- 
sisted on woman’s equality with 
man in every respect. Women have 
invaded fields of endeavor once 
given over entirely to men. I do 
not especially oppcse woman suf- 
frage, nor especially favor it, and 
I do not believe it materially 
changes the outcome of elections. 
But it is a significant fact that 
women, aided by preachers and re- 
formers, have sought and secured 
the right to vote and hold office. 
Many religious denominaticns now 
have women preachers on the same 
basis as men. In almost every 
church, the church work from 
singing in the choir to financing 
the church and doing the Bible 
teach ng, is done principally by 
women. Men sit passively in an oc- 
casional service, help pay the bills, 
and are politely indifferent as to 
ie gg the world goes to hell or 
not!

Man To Be Head of Wite 


When God created the world He 
put Adam in charg: ~i it before 
woman was created. I've was cre- 
ated not as an equal partner, but 
a help meet, an assistant, under 
Adam’s control. In Gcnesis 2:18 
God says: 


“And the Lord God said, It 
is not good that the man 
should be alone; I will make 
him an help meet for him.” 


In I Peter 3:7 the Holy Spirit 
calls the w.fe “the weaker vessel” 
though she is heir with the man 
of the “grace of life.” It was Eve 
who was deceived by the |} evil who 
took advantage of her weaker na- 
ture. The first sin for wlich God 
rebuked Adam in Genes’s 3:17 
was: 


“Because thou hast he urk- 
ened unto the voice of shy 
wife.” 

Concerning this very mai‘*er, 
Paul was.inspired to wr.te Ti2x- 
othy (I Tim. 2:11-14): 

“Let the woman learn im 
silence with all subjection. But 
I suffer not a woman to teach, 
nor to usurp authority over 
the man, but to be in silence. 
For Adam was first formed, 
then Eve. And Adam was not 
deceived, but the woman be- 
.ing deceived was in the trans- 
gression.” 

God’s plan is that the husband 
should be the head of the w fe and 
He-even likens that to the authori- 
ty of Christ over the church. 
Ephesians 5:23 says: 

“For the husband is the head 
of the wife, even as Christ is 
the head of the church; and he 
is the saviour of the body.” 
There could be no more positive 

nor emphatic statement that the 
husband is the head of the wife, 
the head of the home. 

The above Scrpture illustrates 
the position of husband as head 
of the wife by the position of 
Christ as head of the church. The 
husband is head of the wife like 
Christ is the head of the church. 
But the Lord also says that the 
man is over his wife like Christ is 
over the man and like God is the 
head of Christ, for I Corinthians 
11:3 says: 

“But I would have you know, 
that the head of every man is 
Christ; and the. head of the 
woman is the man; and the 
head of Christ is God.” 

For this reason, the Scripture 
continues, the woman ought to 
wear long hair as a covering for 
her head symbolizing that she is 
subject to her husband. Verse 15 
then says that “if a woman have 
long hair it is a glory to her,” 
while man should not have long 
hair since there is no one between 
him and Christ. Verse 7 says: 

“A man indeed ought not to 
cover his head, forasmuch as 
he is the image and glory of 
God; but the woman is the 
glory of the man.” 

Woman is the glory of the man, 
and verse 9 says that the woman 
was created for man. This is God’s 
plan and it is good, good fcr the 
happiness and welfare of both men 
and women. 

In the very nature of man and 
woman, God has written the fact 
that men should be head of the 
home and wives secondary to them 
in authority and subject to them. 
God fitted man, body, mind and 
heart to have the chief authority 
and responsibility. He fitted 
woman, “the weaker vessel” 
take a place as help meet. To 
change this order violates.the laws 
of. nature as well as the command 
of God. That is why modern homes 
are usually unhappy and cannot 
have the favor of God.

People Come To Church 
Determined To Be Saved 


The Spirit of Gcd so moved the 
ja lor at Philippi that “he fell down 
befcre Paul and Silas and said, 
Sirs, what must I do to be saved?” 
At Pentecost the people were 
pricked in their hearts and said, 
“What shall we do?” God is con- 
victing sinners that way here. As 
I came to the revival grounds one 
night a man plucked my sleeve and 
told me, “There are some people 
here who want to see you.” He 
led me to a car which had come 
early, driven just behind the pul- 
pt where I found two young 
couples. One young man was a 
backslider and his wife, his broth- 
er and the brother’s wife were all 
unsaved. They had come to church 
to find the way to God and they 
sent for me to tell me so! As they 
sat in the car I preached them a 
little sermcn. They hung upon 
every word. God seemed to make 
clear His way of salvaticn through 
the Scriptures I used. The back- 
slider and the other three claimed 
Christ as Saviour. These three 
climbed out of the car at the first 
verse of the inv tation and came 
out openly to claim Christ, and the 
backslider came later. 

Friday morning the church build- 
ing was about full. As I went 
among the people shaking hands 
I noticed one man whose face was 
unfamiliar. I asked him, “Are ycu 
a Christian?” He answered ‘m- 
mediately, “No, I’m not, but I want 
to join this morning.” Further 
talk showed that he had fought 
the matter out ahead of time and 
was determined to be saved that 
day. When his name was called I 
remember we had had special 
prayer for him a few days ago. 
At the close of the service he came 
without a song and said as he 
came, “I have drank, I have sinned 
but I want to be saved.” He joined 
the church for baptism. 

Thirty-five have jcined the Na- 
villa church for baptism. Twenty- 
four have been baptized, others have 
joined by letter. A great many will 
join other churches, and some have 
done so already.

Wednesday night in the midst of 
the invitation I Saw one man near 
the front stubbornly resisting the 
conv:ction that was in his face.

Judge Dismisses Court So We Can 


Have Revival In Court Room 


Twenty-five miles away from 
McComb is Liberty, the county seat 
of Amite County. Some praying 
women in McComb knowing that 


ta very important court trial was 


in progress at Liberty got it on 
their hearts that we should have a 
revival service there among the 
large number of people, particular- 
ly men who were crowded in to 
hear the tr'al. I was told that peo- 
ple were divided over the contested 
case. Two car loads of us drove to 
Liberty. Mrs. J. H. Wilson went 
straight to Judge Curtrer at a 
brief intermission and asked him 


to adjourn court early so we could 
have a revival service. She told 
him that I was here from Dallas, 
that a good many wanted to hear 
me, that several felt impressed a 
revival service was needed. He 
very grac ously offered to adjcurn 
forty-five minutes early. Judge 
Curtrer announced to the crowd 
that filled the court room that a 
gospel service would follow im- 
mediately and urged all to hear it. 
A trio sang and then I preached. 
Pe: ple first were cold, cynical, then 
curious, then interested, and then 
the Hcly Spirit of God brought 
deepening convicticn over faces in 
the audience. They had been n 
court, many of them all day. Very 
few left. I first intended to speak 
twenty minutes but the rapt atten- 
t'on of the people and the pcwer of 
the Sp rit of God drew me on and on 
until I spoke fifty-five minutes. On« 
drunk man had assured me at fi:s’ 
that he was a fine singer but as I 
spoke of homes and the bless ng 
of g-od wives and children, he 
with cther men, held ther hand 
to gratefully acknowledge a gooc 
wife. “Then you ought to be 
ashamed for gettirg drunk,” I sad 
One or two said, “Amenm;” the 
crowd laughed. He was muclt 
sobered and said not another worc 
during the entire period but sat 
with tears and his gaze fixed upor 
my face. As a bcy I can remember 
picking the raisins out cf cup cakes 
after I was already full—and so 
Thursday I picked the best parts 
of three or four sermons, mixed it 
with tears and the Holy Sp rit, fed 
it to the hearts of hungry men! I 
felt impressed to call boldly on 
men to accept Christ. Ore man 
Mr. Cummings, stood with tears 
to claim Christ as his Saviour; he 
told me that he was about eighty 
years cld! A young married woman 
claimed Christ. Other men stood 
publicly to c-nfess their backslid- 
ing. A good many went away with 
tears. They crowded around me, 
many men and some women to 
take every printed sermon I had 
brought with me on “What Mst 
I Do to Be Saved?” and on “The 
Unpardonable Sin.” 

As I came away I thanked God 
that he put it in the heart cf a 
judge to adjourn court so we could 
have a gospel service. I thank God 
that he put it in the hearts of peo- 
ple in Liberty and the adjoin ng 
country to hear me preach. I 
thanked Him for souls saved and 
particularly for that man eighty 
years cold who came to Christ. 
Surely these things are evidences 
of the mcving of the Spirit of God. 
I am reminded of the Scripture in 
I Cor. 12:7, “But the man festation 
of the Spirit is given to every man 
to profit withal.” 


The Bus Broke Down 


Frcm McComb to the Navilla 
church the big schoo] bus built for 
forty pecple runs nightly. It starts 
at the Fire House at 6:45 and 
makes a circuitous route. Last 
night the bus arrived late. The 
driver was fum’ng. He said to the 
pastor, ‘You'll have to get another 
bus driver if you want this to go 
on. One hundred and five people 
crowded in that bus tonight and 
we had to leave twenty people 
standing by the roadside who could 
not get in any way. One seat on 
the bus broke down.” The pastor 
soothed his feelings, assured him 
the broken seat would be paid for 
and told him he need not carry 
more than sixty-five at a load here- 
after, that other busses would be 
provided. Then the pastor sent 
cars to pick up the people waiting 
by the roadside to come to the re- 
vival! (Monday night—the bus 
driver was saved tonight!). 

Already we have all the seats 
we could get from two churches 
and a school house and are trying 
to get many more seats. The 
hunger of the people for the gospel 
touches my heart. It makes preach- 
ing a joy as well as a holy and 
awful responsibility. 


We Agreed to Pray For Twenty- 
Five Wednesday Night 


Wednesday afternoon a burden 
of prayer came heavily upon me. 
Bro. Robert Hughes and I went to 
the home of Mrs. Burt and asked 
her to join us in special prayer. 
Groping as to what to ask for and 
claim for the night’s service, I sug- 
gested ten people coming fcrward? 
Fifteen? Twenty-five? We prayed 
and asked God to give us clear 
leading and I kept saying twenty-

for.”” Remember, we had not given 
a regular invitation although 
several had claimed Christ.

Some Pointed Lessons From 


The Revival 


1. The first lesson is that God 
answers prayer just the same as 
He ever dd. He is still ‘““Thou that 
hearest prayer” (Psalms 65:2). It 
is still true that “Behold, the Lord’s 
hand is not shortened, that it can- 
not save; neither his ear heavy, 
that it cannct hear” (Isa. 59:1). 
The revival is an answer to prayer. 
Many have been crying to God for 
a revival. Some, we know, have 
been praying for some time that 
God would bring me to Mississ ppi 
and we feel grateful that God is 
answering their prayers. 

The answers to prayer have been 
very definite. In a heart-searching 
time alone I asked God that since 
the time was so short He would 
give somebcdy saved at every serv- 
ice that I was here. Thus far that 
has been true. That has been a 
definite, explicit answer to prayer. 
Again many individuals have been 
saved as definite answers to prayer. 
The man who came to the morning 
service and told me he came to be 
Saved had been the object of spe- 
cial prayer calling his name a day 
before. Again the Holy Spirit very 
clearly laid on my heart, and sepa- 
rately laid on the heart of Mrs. 
Wilson to ask for twenty-five pro- 
fessicns of faith in the Wednes- 
day night service. We felt assured 
that God would answer the prayer 
and rejoiced greatly in heart that 


He did. God answers prayer! God | 


answers prayer for revivals! 

I feel that it would honor God 
to mention the fact that Brother 
Robert Hughes, Mrs. J. H. Wilson, 
Miss Dorothy Wilscn, Mrs. W. F. 
Barlow, Mrs. R. G. Burt, and Mrs. 
Lee Andrews, Whitfield Browning 
and others had been definitely’ 
praying some time with a burden 
for a revival in McComb. Their 
burden had continued for many 
months. They talked and prayed 
and wept for the revival. God an- 
swers prayer. In any community 
where consistent Christians, clean 
in their life, Spirit-led and obedi- 
ent will agree and cons stently, 
earnestly and tearfully pray for a 
revival God will somehow and in 
due time send the rev'val. 

2. The second reason that deeply 
impresses my heart about this re- 
vival is that it is the reaping of 
long sowing. At first I commented 
on how easy the revival came. But 
on further meditat.on the Holy 
Spirit brought to my mind that 
there had been great preparation 
‘or a revival. I do not mean im- 
mediate preparation. There had 
ot been time for announcements. 
“here was little or no organiza- 
ion. The meeting was announced 
"r'day and began on the following 
Aonday, July 4th. But a group of 
iungry-hearted Christians, praying 
‘or a revival had been having their 
.learts prepared. They attended Bi- 
le schocls, they studied their Bi- 
les devoutly, they earnestly tried 
(0 Win souls, and more important, 
chey prayed. They began to sow 
lown the country with the gospel. 
3ro. Robert Hughes had a bundle 
f The Sword of the Lord distrib- 
ited in the Navilla community. 

‘eekly for many weeks. Mrs. Wil- 
jon sent subscripticns for large 
1umbers of saints and sinners in 
he McComb territory. Long be- 
ore I arrived in McComb many 
amilies had been stirred by mes- 
sages in The Sword of the Lord. 
A surprising number had been 
seeking to please God by cleaning 
4p their lives. Several had quit 
tobacco, had begun personal soul 
winning and daily Bible reading. 
Many were interested in this un- 
worthy preacher. When I appeared 
in McComb daily newspapers were 
good to give front page announce- 
ments and said flattering words 
about the preacher. From far and 
near people eagerly planned to at- 
tend the services as soon as they 
knew about the revival. The curi- 
osity, the prejudices which are 
ordinarily present at first in a re- 
vival campaign were largely gone. 
The meeting was free enough and 
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people concerned enough that we 
could give a strong invitaticn the 
third night of the revival and pre- 
pare for decisions. 


My beloved readers, revivals 
should be the sweet reaping of a 
long and prayerful and tearful 
sowing. It is still true that “They 
that sow in tears shall reap in joy,” 
that “He that goeth forth and 
weepeth, bearing prec’ous_ seed, 
shall doubtless come aga'‘n with re- 
joicing, bringing his sheaves with 
him” (Psalm 126:5, 6). 

The Scripture commands us, 
“Cast thy bread upcn the waters; 
for thou shalt find it after many 
days” (Eccl. 11:1). Christians 
should “Sow beside all waters” 
(Isa. 32:20). It’s foolish to ex- 
pect a rev.val without sowing for 
a revival. Christian people who 
pay a price in sowing the seed, 
getting out Christian literature, 
getting people to pray, developing 
a hunger for soul winning, can pre- 
pare the way fcr a revival that is 


sure to come from Gcd .n due time. | 


Many people think that if they 
want a revival they need only have 
a preacher get up and preach. 
There should be sowing for a re- 
vival as well as reaping. There 
must be weeping before rejoicing. 
Let every heart that is hungry 
for a revival set out now to break 
up your own fallow ground and t< 
sow the Word of God that will 
eventually bring results. 


Doubtless many readers of this 
paper can promote a revival in 
the r communities by getting read- 
ers for The Sword of thé Lord. Get 
bundles of the paper to give cut to 
friends, as was done in McComb 
and the Nevilla community. 


8. The third lesson I would sug- 
gest is that God still blesses bold, 
positive, spirit-filled preaching of 
the great fundamentals of the 
Christian faith. I preached on Re- 
pentance, on ‘‘All Have S _nned,” on 
“How Shall We Escape If We Neg- 
lect So Great a Salvation,” on Hell, 
on the second coming of Christ, 
in the evening services. In the 
mornings I have preached on “God 
Still Answers Prayer,” on “Hin- 
dered Prayer,” on “Confessing and 
Forsaking Sin,” on Luke 11:1-13, 
on “How to Be Filled With the 
Spirit,” etc. I used many Scr-p- 
tures. I have been sharp, bold, 
positive, possibly offensive. My 
preaching has been urgent. The 
Scripture is still “Like as a fire, 
saith the Lord and like a ham- 
mer that breaketh a rock in 
pieces” (Jer. 23:29). It is sharper 
than a two-edged sword when 
wielded to the power of the Holy 
Spirit. The Bible will bring a re- 
vival if given a chance. 

4. The fourth lesson impressing 
my heart is that God still blesses 
personal scul winning. Where God 
intends to send a revival, then sure- 
ly He will put it in the hearts of 
some saints to go with eager tes- 
timony and loving faithfulness to 
families and friends. The first night 
of the revival a backsl'der stood 
to confess she had been out of 
duty, unhappy and backslidden. 
The third night of the meeting she 
won two, and the fourth night she 
won four to make open profes- 
sion in Christ. A wife came with 
tears to confess her backsliding 
and publicly dedicate her life to 
Christ. That night she had her 
wicked husband get down with her 
and pray. The next morning she 
had him return thanks at table. 
And that morning he came down 
to ccnfess his backsliding. Miss 
Dorothy Wilson had prayed ear- 
nestly for the revival, and Wed- 
nesday night she felt the Holy 
Spirit compelling her to go speak 
to a lost boy. Soon others helped 
and he was happily converted and 
she had part for the first t'me in 
winning souls to Christ. A boy was 
saved by the roadside, a good many 
have been saved before and after 
the regular services. A woman 
was saved’ at the baptizing. God 
has honored and blessed personal 
individual testimonies and personal 
work. He will honor it arlywhere 
Christians break up ther fallow 
ground and are filled with the spir- 
it and go with tears and the Word 
of God. 

May God send many, many great 
revivals in communities where the 
Spirit of the Lord is ready and 
waiting for people to claim the 
blessing! 

It was planned to close the re- 
vival Sunday, after only one week. 
God’s blessings were so abundant 
and so obvious that we dared not 
clese and we expect to stay here 
till Friday, God willing, before re- 
turning to Dallas for revival.
